PACT EXEMPLIFIED BY THE INTERRUPTION OF SPONTANEOUS 
APPLAUSE THROUGOUT HALL AND FOR THE FIRST TIME, IN THE 
COURSE OF ANY ADDRESS BY ANY MEMBER STATE AT THIS 
CONFERENCE. REMARKS STRESSED CONTINUING EXPECTATION ALL
